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L NO TAX DEDUCTIONS FOR CLUB DUES 
OR OTHER DONATIONS 


By Al Streit, KGO6HF 


The IRS, always in search of new sources 
of revenue, has apparently become alarmed 
over the possibility that taxpayers are 
writing off as charitable contributions 
certain expenditures connected with clubs 
and organizations which do not qualify 

as charitable donations. Since the ex- 
pense of auditing every return with item- 
ized deductions would be prohibitive, 

the Service has put the squeeze to the 
clubs and organizations themselves. 


Clubs like the East Bay Amateur Radio 
Club are now required to inform its mem- 
bers as to the deductibility of any pay- 
mets of cash (or non-cash contribu- 
tions) made to the Club by its members 
or by the public at large. 


Dues paid to the Club, or donations made 

o the coffee kitty or station fund, or 
‘quipment donated, is considered a gift 

to the Club by the IRS. Gifts received 
are not income to the recipient, and 

gifts made are therefore not deductible 

by the donor. Accordingly, raffle tickets 
purchased are not deductible, nor are 
the dinners purchased in December. 


The exception to this rule involves do- 
nations made to organizations which have 
been organized exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, public safety, 
literary, or educational purposes, under 
Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code. The EBARC does not qualify as this 
type of organization. For further clari- 
fication, please consult your own tax 
advisor. 


Is there any way around this? Perhaps 
there is. The EBARC maintains a station 
at the Richmond Red Cross and there is 
talk of taking over the station at the 
Oakland Red Cross. There is also con- 
iderable overlap in the membership of 
the EBARC and West County RACES. 


Were EBARC and West County RACES to "join 
forces", say, as an organization called 
"East Bay RACES" which would own the equip- 
ment at the Red Cross stations and be 
responsible for all public safety and 
emergency operations, with ties to the 
Red Cross, as well as own the equipment 
at our Salvation Army station, then being 
able to get 501(c)(3) status for this 

new organization would be a real possi- 
bility. Were this the case, donations 

of equipment and cash (station fund) 
would be made to the parallel organiza- 
tion, and would be tax deductible. 


If there is interest in such a move, 
perhaps we could discuss it at a forth- 
coming meeting, and get a group appointed 
to do the necessary legwork.

Many thanks for contacting me regarding the Federal Communication 
Commission's (FCC) rulemaking proceeding in General Docket 87-14, 
and specifically the August 4, 1988, decision to reaiiocate the 
220-222 MHz band to land mobile service. I1 apologize for the 
delay in responding. , 


The contributions that amateur radio operators have made and 
continue to make in the area of radio technology advancement and 
public service are invaluable. Amateur radio fosters a community 
spirit that is most beneficial and, in times of emergency, 
amateur radio operators always play an important role in relaying 
vital information. Clearly, amateur radio needs our continued 
promotion and support. 


As you may know, a resolution expressing the sense of Congress 
that government agencies should avoid actions to reduce amateur 
radio frequencies was incorporated into the FCC reauthorization 
bill that passed the Senate on October 7, 1988. Although some 
individuals believed this resolution, S.J.Res. 127, would reverse 
the recent FCC decision, in reality a resolution has no force of 
law and cannot itself alter the FCC's decision in General Docket 
87-14 to reallocate the 220-222 MHz band for land mobile service. 


You may be pleased to learn, however, that I recently contacted 
the FCC and was told that tne Commission intends to reconsider 
the August decision. At this time, it is unclear what impact the 
passage of the text of S.J.Res. 127 will have on the outcome of 
the reconsideration. Be assured that I will continue to monitor 
this issue carefully.

I’?d like to express my avid support for a codeless version of amateur radio 
license. As a current holder of a General class license, I had to pass the 13 
wom code requirement; since that test, I haven’t used Morse code for a single 
contact. I’m very active on HF, VHF and UHF frequencies, mastly via computer 
and data transmission. When talking to young people and students who have an 
interest in computers and technology, I discern an immediate lack of interest 
in amateur radio when the inflexible code requirement for all licenses is 
mentioned. 

These same kids» who would infuse the service and hobby of amateur radio with 
the kind of fresh experimental approacn it needs to reverse negative growth, 
are being completely shut out by an archaic requirement. Yes; anyone 
intelligent enough to learn the electronic theory required to pass a written 
test can master Morse code, but when the interest is in other modes, and the 
overwhelming amount of activity in the VHF and UHF spectrum is voice and data; 
why require it for ALL licensees? I support NARA and its codeless license

FCC DENIES ARRL PETITION FOR RECONSIDERATION 
IN THE 220 MH2 PROCEEDINGS 


Communications Commission 
announced on June 15, U9SS7  vunat ne had 
reaffirmed its decision to reallocate the 220 
to 222 MHz band from the Amateur Radio Service 
to commercial land-mobile interests. In so 
doing, tne FCC rejected arguments presented in 
some 700 petitions for reconsideration that its 
Original decision had failed to adequately 
consider the impact of the reallocation on radio 
amateur volunteers who supply public-service and 


The Federal 


disaster communications services to government 
agencies and to the general public. The 
American Radio Relay League was among the 


Parties requesting reconsideration. 

Now it will be up to the federal Court of 
Appeals to determine whether, by so doing, the 
Commission overstepped its bounds. The ARRL 
Executive Committee had already decided to ask 
the “U.S. Court tof Appeals forthe D.C. “Cireult 
to review the FCC decision in the event the 
Commission refused to reconsider on its own. 
Just last month, a 
subcommittee chaired by West Virginia 
Congressman Boh Wise had conducted an oversight 
hearing into the Commissicn's decision-making 
process on the 220-MHz issue. During the 
hearing, there were a number of occasions where 
the FCC testimony overlooked evidence in the 
record, or contradicted what the Commission had 
said last August when the decision was made. 
The ARRL had hoped that the significance of 
these contradictions would not be lost on _ the 
FCC, and that the ARRL wouldn't be forced to go 
to court to point them out. 


Congressional 


On June 7, Rep. Wise wrote to FCC Chairman 
Patrick urging consideration of four compromise 
scenarios in which the essential interests of 
all parties to the allocations dispute would be 
Preserved. Mr. Wise stated his desire "that the 
Commission make Sure that every possible 
compromise solution is considered before it 
takes action on the pending petitions for 
reconsideration." ARRL Counsel Christopher 
Imlay observed: "Despite Commission statements 
to the contrary, it waS apparent today that no 


substantive consideration had been given to 
those alternatives. The U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the D.C. Circuit has repeatedly held that 


an agency's stating a factor has been considered 


1s no substitute for considering it." 

In the course of discussion, the 
Commissioners did indicate that they would be 
willing to entertain, in some future 


proceeding, the possibility of some shared use 
by amateurs of the 216-220 MHz band. I think 
you can probably guess what wili freeze over 
before that happens. 


No date has been set by FCC for 
amateur access to the band.

The text of the FCC news release follows: 


The Commission today reaffirmed an August 
4, 1988, action in which it: 1) maintained the 


maritime mobile allocation in the 216-220 MHz 
band allocation; 2) allocated the 220-222 MHz 
band on an exclusive basis to the land mobile 
service for both government and nongovernment 
Operations; and 3) allocated the 222-225 MHz 
band on an exclusive basis to the amateur 


service. 

Petitions for reconsideration were filed by 
the American Radio Relay League, Inc., the 
National Communications Systems (NCS), TV 
Answer, Inc. (TVA) and about 700 amateur’ radio 
organizations and individual amateur radio 
licensees. The amateur petitioners and NCS 
objected to the allocation of additional 
Spectrum for land mobile service. TVA requested 
reconsideration to the extent that the 
allocation precludes the grant of its petition 
or rulemaking, which seeks a fixed allocation 
of one-half megahertz in the 216- 222 MHz band 
for a television viewer-response radio service. 


inavatfirming, Los) (previous action; the 
Commission stated that it was particularly 
sensitive to the needs and concerns expressed by 
the amateurs. The FCC noted that the amateur 
service is vitally important to promote tne 
development of individuals schooled in the radio 
art, tO advance radio technology, and bell) 
provide public service, particularly in times of 


emergencies. Further,..,the FCC noted the 
valuable contributions the amateur service has 
made over the years and stated that 1 will 


continue to support this service. 


FCC emphasized that the allocation of the 
220-222 MHz band to the land mobile service was 
driven by the need to provide spectrum for 
Gevelopment of spectrum efficient land mobile 
technology. It noted that the demand for land 
mobile service has grown consistently for many 
years and that this trend likely would not 
change in the foreseeable future. The agency 
believes that an important ingredient in tne 
long-term solution to accommodating land mobile 
growth is through the implementation of spectrum 
efficient technologies. 


The Commission continues to believe that 
allocating three megahertz in the 222-225 MHz 
band to the amateur service on a primary basis, 
together with the other bands allocated to the 
amateur service, should continue to provide 
adequately for this service, including its 
requirements for emergency communications. It 
noted that amateur bands are located throughout 
the spectrum and provide for all types of 
communications. Further, the FCC noted that a 
number of these bands support amateur operations 


Similar to those on the 220-222 MHz band. 
Specifically, the amateur service has 
allocations in the 28-29.7 MHz, 50-54 MHz, 144- 


148 MHz, 222-225 MHz, 420-450 MHz, 902-928 MHz 
and 1240-1300 MHz bands. 


The Commissions continues to believe that 
it will be possible to reaccommodate the 
operations from the 220-222 MHz band to the 222- - 


225 MHz band. However, it recognized that in 
some areas, particularly Southern California, 
the reaccommodation process will be more 


involved than other areas. In this regard, the 
American Radio Relay League (ARRL) suggests that 
the agency might have considered a secondary 
allocation in the 216-220 MHz band as 
replacement spectrum for displaced amateur users 
at 220-222 MHz. The Commission stated that the 
ARRL may, if it so chooses, submit a petition 
making a specific proposal. However, the 
Commission did note there are potential 
concerns about the use of the spectrum by the 
amateur service and that additional 
justification would need to be provided in any 
petition that may be submitted. 


The FCC also received a request for oral 
argument from the ARRL. The Commission noted 
that’ lt is not its policy to granti@rovtinely 
oral arguments in rulemaking proceedings, 
particularly in proceedings that has a full 
written record as in the case of this 
Proceeding. Further, the FCC noted that oral ex 
parte presentations may be made to the 
Commissioners during the course of a rulemaking 
proceeding. In this proceeding a number of such 


oral ex parte presentations were made to each 
of the Commissioners, including several 
Presentations by the ARRL. 

As to TVA's petition, the FCC concluded 
that an allocation of 0.5 MHz to the fixed 
service in the 220-222 MHz band would undermine 


the intent of the allocation to the land mobile 
service, which is to foster the development of 
narrowband technologies. The FCC believes that 
such an allocation would impede and even 
discourage manufactures from making significant 
investments in the technical development of 
narrowband technologies. Accordingly, the FCC 
denied TVA's petition with regard to an 
allocation of 0.5 MHz for the fixed service in 
the 220-222 MHz band. An allocation below 220 
MHz will be considered in a separate proceeding. 
So, the 220 proceeding plot thickens and is 
not yet over. (6-15-89)

FIELD DAY/PUBLIC RELATIONS REPORT...Hello from Pennsylvania! With the year half over 
it seemed appropriate to outline some the efforts being put forth (by remote control) 
to put the East Bay ARC's name before the public. Since we just finished with Field 
Day I thought I would outline some of the places we go to let people know about our 
biggest day of the year. I basically send out three types of info to the newspapers: 
Events Column Releases, Feature Story Backround information and information directly 
to the Columnists. As far as my focus is concerned we are concentrating on the East 
Bay - Vallejo down through San Leandro. With that in mind I sent information about 
Field Day to the following publications: West County Times, Oakland Tribune, S.F. 
Chronicle, S.F. Examiner, Alameda Journal, Alameda Times-Star, Albany News, Fair- 
field Daily Republic, Berkeley Daily Californian, Contra Costa Labor News, East Bay 
Express, Vallejo Times Herald, Piedmont Bulletin, San Leandro Gazette, Berkeley 
Monthly, Berkeley Review and Computer World. This includes all the People Around.... 
(various towns) in the West County Times, the East Bay Ear and Herb Caen. Also each 
year we invite the TV stations to come out and film the event. I provide them with 
backround information and a picture. These stations include: KTVU (2), KRON (4), 
KPIX (5), KGO (7), KOFY (20) and KBHK (44). Unfortunately I haven't hit home on any 
of these places yet. Perhaps if were to “blow something up" we might make the TV News? 
Radio Stations have been nice enough to run Public Service Announcements about Field 
Day in the past, and I currently send releases to: KABL, KALX, KBLX, KCBS, KKHI, 
KMEL, KFOG, KGO AM, KITS-FM, KJAZ, KNBR, KNEW and KOIT. Cable Television has been 
good to us providing us with places to run "PSA's"with: Bay Cablevision, Cable 
Oakland, Century Cable, Kable Systems of California, Televents and United Cable. 
Additionally I always send info on Field Day and Ham Classes to all Police and Fire 
Stations in Vallejo and Contra Costa and Alameda Counties bordering the East Bay Hills. 
We also get good results from the Mayors Offices of: Pinole, Hercules, San Pablo, 
Richmond and El Cerrito in requests for Proclamations about Field Day. As you can see 
I'm trying hard to cover all bases. I would very much like to hear from you folks 
a) concerning places to try, any of these newspapers or cable places that might not 
‘be in business any more or individuals that you might think will be of help. 
Our need for a steady income to do this all with is very pressing. Our current 
project revolves around collecting aluminum cans to finance the cards and letters 
that are regularly sent out from here. Since I am also membership chairperson it might 
interest you to know that each time a new address arrives from World Radio we send a 
card out to the new ham to come join the club. These names come from the FCC to World 
Radio as people pass their licenses, they in turn send them to us as a local club and 
a card goes in the mail inviting potential members to "Come On Down" and sit a spell 
with a great group of Hams. I also get information from the ARRL in the form of a 
computerized list which I send post cards to on an every 3 month basis. If you gnaw 
away at potential new members they will eventually become members someday! It all 
takes money and YOUR help in bring down the cans that we convert to postage. 
Needless to say I miss the club and being at all the meetings. But I do hear 
our EBARC Slow Speed CW Net and sometimes can even break in on the motor fists when 
they come up for air now and them. It's pretty spectacular to be in Philadelphia and 
be able to hear things going on in the Bay Area. I hope that everyone will join in on the 
fun and check in on WEDNESDAYS at 8 pm at 21.115 CW or an hour later on 10 meters SSB 
on 28.395. With the addition of a 3 element beam I hope to be a regular checkin if I can 
break into the conversations now and them. How about it Doug? GAGA!

“wo drums filled with an unknown 
aemical began to spew unknown 
substances into the air late Saturday 
afternoon on Sept. 16 near the corner 
of Gilman and 9th St. Fumes spread 
throughout West Berkeley causing 
respiratory complaints. Berkeley 
officials ordered a mass evacuation 
of residents in a 3 square mile area 
with no advanced notice. 


This situation was first noticed by 
WA6ZFV and N6SPY on their scanners, 
and Don, NI6A, communications 
chairperson of the East Bay Chapter 
of the American Red Cross was then 
alerted. 


After thirty minutes of 
investigation, Don, asked both NALCO 
ARES and West Contra Costa County 
ARES to go on standby alert by 
contacting AEC WB6HPA of NALCO ARES 
and EC, KB6LHR, of West Contra Costa 
County ARES/RACES. After speaking 
ith the East Bay Chapter Red Cross 
(Geese: Chairman who’ requested 
communications assistance the 
following was accomplished. 


KB6JZM, Kit, and WA6ZFV, Leo, opened 
up the WA6JSO memorial station 
located at the Richmond Red Cross and 
began monitoring and providing relays 
on the Red Cross channels as well as 
145.11 MHz and 146.487 MHz (NALCO 
ARES). 


NALCO ARES was requested to send an 
operator (WA2UNP) to the Incident 
Command Post located at 8th and 
Carmelia in order to assist 
communications for the Red Cross 
whose EOC (Emergency Operating 
Center) was located at the Oakland 
Red Cross.
